COVER CROP IS 
DETRIMENT IF 
NEGLECTED 


Farm Advisor Points Out 
Danger Existing In Many 
Districts 


“An ill managed cover crop is a 
positive detrim ent to 
a 
grove,' 
said H. E. W shlborg, Orange coun- 
ty farm advisor here today, dis­ 
cussing conditions 
prevailing 
in 
some localities. 
. . . 
"Considerable loss ie entailed by 
the grower aho allows the mature 
cover crop at this time of year to 
compete with the citrus tree. 
"Hundreds of 
acres 
of 
cover 
crops hts still standing, 
robbing 
the soil of m oisture during the ex­ 
trem e dry season which has been 
experienced the leat month or so. 
W here Irrigation w aters have been 
applied, the danger of competition 
bas been minimized to a certain 
extent, but it would have been bet­ 
ter for the welfare of the tree to 
have turned the cover crop under 
a month prior to blossoming o u t 
“The exact tim e for turning tra­ 
der the crop cannot be laid down 
as sn iron clad rule. For instance, 
this year the blossoming 
season 
started before March I, while last 
year it was alm ost May I. 
“It is a common idea 
among 
many growers th at delayed turn­ 
ing of the cover crop is 
advant­ 
ageous from a tonnage standpoint, 
but, on the other hand, the 
loss 
due to excessive moisture tran s­ 
piration and evaporation, and the 
delayed process of decomposition 
more than unbalances 
such 
ton­ 
nage gain, and the tree 
actually 
registers the adverse condition by 
yellowing of the foliage and weak­ 
ening Its ability to set fruit. 
“Closer attention to the relation 
of the tem porary cover crop to the 
perm anent citrus crop should be 
given by the grower. 
“It is much safer 
to 
turn 
a 
sm aller crop at the proper 
time 
than take a chance on a heavier 
tonnage later, th at will afford too 
much competition.”

“I have no figures, however, up­ 
on which to make an estim ate of 
the probable yield of grain for the 
state, as the first monthly crop of 
the year will not be available for 
several weeks." 
In Orange county, Brook 
said, 
the bean situation 
is 
becoming 
critical. 
“Unless we have rain within the 
near future,” said Brock, “it is vir­ 
tually certain th at the bean acre­ 
age will be materially less 
than 
last year, when some 65,000 acres 
were planted In limas and black­ 
eyes. 
"W ith the planting season close 
at hand, many prospective grow- 
era are doubtful w hether they will

FOREST TAXATION PLAN 


“One of the greatest drawbacks 
upon timber- 
growing in the United States," 
says 
the 
Forest 
Service, "is the deterrent effect of the property tax 
levied year after year upon land bearing young 
trees." 
The Forest Service recommends a system of taxing 
forests under which most of the tax would not fall 
due until the crop of timber was harvested. 
Such an arrangement would be fair enough, if 
there were provision for insuring that no forest should 
evade just payment sooner or later. It may be worth 
trying if the crying need of the county for new 
timber supplies cannot be met otherwise.

WILL THEY KEEP THE MONEY? 


The American people should not get the impres­ 
sion that the United States, in pressing its claim t v 
reimbursement for the cost of our army of occupa­ 
tion, is asking for a part of the reparations that ought 
to go to the countries that suffered the devastation 
of war. 
Under the Versailles treaty, the first charge 
against receipts from Germany was to be the cost 
of the armies of occupation, dating from the signing 
of the armistice. 
Those payments were to be made 
to the Principal Allied and Associated Powers, of 
which the United States was named as one. Further­ 
more, the separate treaty ratified between the United 
States and Germany specifically reserved all the 
rights obtained through both the armistice agreement 
and the Versailles treaty. Our troops were left on the 
Rhine at the request of the Allies. 
» 
The validity of the American claim not only has 
never been questioned by the Allies, but it has been 
endorsed without qualification by both Great Britain 
and France. 
But the fact is that payments have already been 
received from Germany to cover the total cost of 
all the armies of occupation. They amount to about 
3,500,000,000 gold marks, half p resented by 
payments, and the rest by payments in kind. In spite 
of reminders from Secretary Hughes that this country 
would insist on its share, a1] of those payments have 
been absorbed by the European powers, and no at­ 
tention seems to have been paid to the American 
claim of about 1,000,000,000 gold marks ($250,- 
000,000). The only sort of an explanation that has 
been forthcoming is that the Allies needed the money 
badly, and so distributed it all among themselves. 
The success of Assistant Secretary Wadsworth’s 
effort to collect the money will test the European 
sense of international justice. 
Great Britain, France, 
and the others have continually urged die entrance 
of the United States into the league of nations, and 
they were all jubilant when President Harding asked 
the sentae for authority to become associated with the 
World Court at The Hague.
